Anti-crisis anger turns 
into global movement 


Mudslides, rain leave 70 dead 
in Central America

SAN SALVADOR (AFP) - 
The death toll from rains and 
mudslides across Central 
America rose Sunday to more 
than 70, including at least 
nine people killed when the 
collapse of a hillside in El 
Salvador wiped out five 


dwellings, officials said. 

International highways 
have been washed out, vil¬ 
lages isolated and thousands 
of families have lost homes 
and crops in a region that the 
United Nations has classified 
as one of the most affected by 


climate change. 

Hardest hit were 
Guatemala, where 28 people 
were reported dead and two 
others were missing, and El 
Salvador, with at least 27 
dead after five days of intense 
rains unleashed by a stub¬ 
bornly persistent tropical de¬ 
pression. 

"We’ve got a very compli¬ 
cated situation," said El Sal¬ 
vador’s Environment 

Minister Herman Rosa 
Chavez, who said 15 cen¬ 
timeters (six inches) of rain 
over a 12-hour period had 
made the country’s mountain¬ 
ous terrain unstable. 

In Ciudad Arce, 40 kilo¬ 
meters (24 miles) west of the 
capital, a 100-meter (300- 
foot) high hillside came down 
on five houses, killing at least 
nine people, officials said. 

"There’s been more water 
than ever seen in the history 
of Ciudad Arce," said Roberto 
Miranda, a local emergency 
coordinator, speaking on Sal¬ 
vadoran radio. 

In Guatemala, President 
Alvaro Colom declared a 
"state of calamity" after the 
death toll there reached 28 
after five days of heavy rains. 


LONDON (AFP) - Hundreds 
of protesters camped out in 
London, Frankfurt and Amster¬ 
dam on Sunday, holding a sec¬ 
ond day of action against 
corporate greed and budget cuts 
in Europe’s financial centres. 

Rallies swept cities in 80 
countries around the globe 
Saturday, inspired by the 
"Occupy Wall Street" move¬ 
ment and the "Indignants" 
campaign launched six 
months ago in Spain. 

In London, several hun¬ 
dred anti-capitalist demon¬ 
strators camped in front of St 
Paul's Cathedral in London's 
financial district, setting up 


about 70 tents in a movement 
mirroring the Manhattan 
protest launched last month. 

"We will stay as long as 
we need to," said graphic de¬ 
signer Justin, 27, adding that 
he was protesting due to "dis¬ 
illusion with our current eco¬ 
nomic system". 

"Keep Calm And Occupy 
London , read one banner. 
"Bail out people, Not the 
banks", read another. 

In Amsterdam, around 300 
people were camped out in 
the square in front of the 
stock exchange Sunday, one 
of the organisers, Seth 
Lievense, told AFP.

The group is held respon¬ 
sible for 829 deaths in its bat¬ 
tle to carve out an 
independent Basque home¬ 
land in northern Spain and 
southwestern France. 


Presidents of Benin, 
Nigeria discuss piracy 


ABUJA (AFP) - Benin's 
President Thomas Boni Yayi 
met Nigeria's President 
Goodluck Jonathan for talks 
Sunday on how to combat pi¬ 
rates operating off the west 
coast of Africa. 

Yayi told reporters in Abuja 
he was there to brief Jonathan 
on the progress of the new pro¬ 
gramme set up by the neigh¬ 
bours' last month to mount 
naval patrols off their coasts. 

The force is based in the 
port of Cotonou, the eco¬ 
nomic capital of Benin. 


Accompanying Yayi was 
Benin's chief of defence staff 
General Mathieu Boni who 
said the joint operation had 
been successful. 

"There have has been no 
more attacks apart from some 
little, little cases here and 
there," he added. 

While east Africa's pirates 
make their money by ran¬ 
soming the crew, those off 
the west coast of Africa seem 
more interested in the cargos, 
particularly when the ships 
are carrying oil.

Obama uses King speech to 
attack obstructionism

Buenos Aires airport halts flights

WASHINGTON(AFP) - US 
President Barack Obama 
dedicated the new Martin 
Luther King memorial on the 
National Mall on Sunday, 
using the occasion to attack 
Republican obstructionism as 
he girds for a bruising 2012 
reelection battle. 

America's first black pres¬ 
ident paid tribute to the giants 
of the civil rights movement 
as well as its foot-soldiers, 
saying the gleaming granite 
memorial in the heart of the 
capital was for one and all. 

"In this place, he will stand 
for all time, among monu¬ 
ments to those who fathered 
this nation and those who de¬ 
fended it," Obama said. 

"A black preacher with no 
official rank or title who 
somehow gave voice to our 


deepest dreams and our most 
lasting ideals, a man who 
stirred our conscience and 
thereby helped make our 
union more perfect." 

Much of Obama's speech 
was then political as he tied 
King's struggle to his own ef¬ 
fort to drag America out of 
recession. 

"As was true 50 years ago, 
as has been true throughout 
human history, those with 
power and privilege will 
often decry any call for 
change as 'divisive.' They'll 
say any challenge to the ex¬ 
isting arrangements are un¬ 
wise and destabilizing." 

"If he were alive today, I be¬ 
lieve he would remind us that 
the unemployed worker can 
rightly challenge the excesses 
of Wall Street without demo¬ 


nizing all who work there." 

The president wore the 
mantle of King's heir "at a 
moment of great challenge 
and great change," and, in a 
nod to supporters ahead of 
the November 2012 presiden¬ 
tial election, pleaded for pa¬ 
tience and promised change 
would come. 

"As tough as times may 
be, I know we will over¬ 
come," he declared, standing 
under the monument to the 
civil rights icon. "I know 
there are better days ahead. I 
know this because of the man 
towering over us." 


BUENOS AIRES (AFP) - 
The Jorge Newbery airport in 
Buenos Aires suspended all 
flights Sunday because of the 
presence of ash from neigh¬ 
boring Chile's Puyehue vol¬ 
cano, which disrupted global 
travel when it erupted earlier 
this year. 

"We need the ash cloud to 
pass" before the airlines op¬ 
erating out of the airport, 
which serves domestic and 
regional flights, resume their 
operations, Transport Secre¬ 
tary Juan Pablo Schiavi told 
local television. 

The city's other major air¬ 
port, Ezeiza, in the southern 
suburbs, was however still 
open for international flights, 
the official said. 

Argentina's LAN airline 


said in a statement that do¬ 
mestic flights were most af¬ 
fected, including routs to 
Mendoza on the steps of the 
Andes mountains toward the 
Chilean border, and Ushuaia 
in the far south. 

Air traffic in the southern 
hemisphere has been hit hard 
in recent months, paralyzing 
airports in Buenos Aires and 
Montevideo and later those in 
Australia and New Zealand, 
when the volcano high in the 
Andes roared back to life in 
June after sleeping dormant 
for half a century. 

Since June most airports 
in Argentina have been forced 
into shutdowns at some point 
due to dangerous ash clouds 
threatening the safety of com¬ 
mercial airliners.

Helix Worm (Schroef worm) 
totally eradicated in Aruba 



PAHO-Washington expert 
on “Safe Hospitals” visits 
Minister of Public Health 


—The recent outbreak of 
“schroefvorm” as it is termed 
in Dutch, which affected vari¬ 
ous domestic animals on the 
island in February and March 
of this year has been totally 
eradicated. 

The system they used was 
extremely effective in accom¬ 
plishing total eradiction in as 
little as 5 months. The system 
used is called the “Sterile In¬ 
sect Technique.” Aruba re¬ 
ceived technical expert 
assistance from the Agricul¬ 
tural Research Services as well 
as the Animal Plant Health In¬ 
spection Services (APHIS) of 
the United States Department 
of Agriculture (USDA) and 
the Aruba Vetinary Services. 

Together they were able to 
free Aruba of the devastating 
carnivorous worms that can 
also affect humans. 

The last registered case of 
Helix Worm infection was on 
June 16. Fortunately Aruba 


has not had any case involving 
humans infected by these 
worms. However, a total of 
169 animals, mostly dogs, but 
also cats, pigs, goats and sheep 
were infected by these danger¬ 
ous and agressive worms. 

In 53 of the cases (31%) the 
damage was so devastating 
that they had to put the ani¬ 
mals to sleep. The other ani¬ 
mals were successfully treated 
and they were able to save 
their lives. 

Between April 8th and Sep¬ 
tember 16th, the Aruba Veteri¬ 
nary Services, twice weekly 
for 13 weeks, dispersed sterile 
flies in different locations over 
the island. For 5 months on 47 
ocassions they dispersed 16.6 
million sterile flies around the 
entire island. 

The quality control and 
identification of the “schroef 
worm” was conducted by the 
laboratory of the Aruba Veteri¬ 
nary Services and confirmee 


by ARS (Agricultural Re¬ 
search Services.. 

The cost of the disperse- 
ment of the fertile flies re¬ 
sulted in being less than the 
last eradication action taken 
back in 2004. The cost in 2004 
was a whopping 100.000 US 
Dollars. To eradicate the out¬ 
break of Helix Worm this year 
cost the government only 

12.004 US Dollars 
(Afl.21.140,00). The major 
difference is due to the cost of 
transportation. 

In 2004 Aruba had to use 
weekly charter flights to im¬ 
port the sterile flies, whereas 
this year they were flown in by 
direct regular flights from 
Panama. 

APHIS/USD A supplied the 
steirle flies at no cost to Aruba 
as was the case in 2004. 

With respect to the damage 
suffered by animal owners, it 
is estimated that they lost in 
the excess of Afl 18.000 
florins. Other indirect dam¬ 
ages came from the prohibi¬ 
tion from other countries for 
the importation of animals 
from Aruba. 

Now that Aruba is free of 
these camivourous worms, all 
prohibitions have been lifted. 

We are still uncertain as to 
the origen of the outbreak. Ac¬ 
cording to some experts they 
believe that the worms were 
brought in by the importation 
of an infected animal from an¬ 
other country. 

To avoid any future out¬ 
break on our island, the ruba 
Veterinary Services have en¬ 
acted stricter regulations on 
importation. Very strict rules 
have been inacted for the im¬ 
portation of animals from 
countries known to have 
“schroef worms,” such as 
countries in South America, 
South of Panama, Jamaica, 
Haiti and the Dominican Re¬ 
public. Various prevention 
measures are in place.

Encephalitis 
430 in India 

NEW DELHI AFP) - At least 
430 people, mainly children, 
have died from an outbreak of 
encephalitis in a deeply neg¬ 
lected region of the northern 
Indian state of Uttar Pradesh, 
officials said. 

K.P. Kushwaha, chief pae¬ 
diatrician at the BRD Medical 
College in the state's hardest- 
hit Gorakhpur district, said it 
was one of the worst out¬ 
breaks of encephalitis in the 
impoverished region, which 
borders Nepal. 

"The situation is grim and 
the epidemic is worse than 
previous years and with so 
many patients there are no 
empty beds at the hospital," 
Khuswaha said. 

He said more than 2,400 
patients have been admitted to 
government hospitals in the 
region so far this year of 
which at least 430 have died. 

"Until week-end, 336 chil¬ 
dren and 94 adults have died,"

Siri-ously into iPhone 4S

CALIFORNIA (AFP) - Steve 
Wozniak stepped triumphantly 
from his local Apple store ca¬ 
ressing a new iPhone 4S and 
promptly told the gadget's ro¬ 
botic assistant to ring up his 
wife. 

"It did it right," Wozniak said. 
"I'm really happy already." 

The software engineer, 
who co-founded Apple with 
Steve Jobs back in the 1970s, 
had camped out through the 
night at his local Apple Store 
in the California city of Los 
Gatos and was first in line 
when 4S models went on sale. 


"I actually have iPhones 
delivered to my house, but I've 
gotten so used to loving to wait 
in line overnight," Wozniak 
told a local news reporter when 
asked about taking part in what 
has become a ritual for Apple 
gadget lovers. 

"The product has mean¬ 
ing," he explained. "It is such 
an important part of life that I 
want to recognize it." 

An artificial intelligence 
Siri "intelligent personal assis¬ 
tant" was one of the new 
iPhone features he was excited 
about, along with a much-im¬ 


proved camera. 

"You speak to it and it 
speaks back to you with an¬ 
swers, not just links," Wozniak 
said of Siri. 

"Google is known for 
search engines," he continued 
during an interview available 
online. "I say search engines 
should be replaced by answer 
engines." 

Wozniak rode one of his 
two-wheeled Segway personal 
transporters to his local Apple 
shop to be surprised to find 
that he was the first to begin a 
queue. 

There were about 100 as¬ 
piring 4S buyers behind Woz¬ 
niak by the time the shop doors 
opened the next morning. 

The fact that people lay 
siege to Apple stores to get the 
culture-changing California 
firm's gadgets shows that they 
"get it," according to Wozniak. 

A queue had also formed 
outside the Apple Store in the 
Silicon Valley city of Palo 
Alto, where Jobs lived until he 
died at home on October 5 at 
the age of 56 after years of bat¬ 
tling cancer.

US probes mystery disease 
killing Arctic seals 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
scientists are hoping to un¬ 
cover answers behind a mys¬ 
terious disease that has 
emerged in Arctic seal popula¬ 
tions, causing skin lesions, 
lethargy and death, officials 
said on week-end. 

Since July there have been 
at least 107 recorded cases of 
stranded ringed seals on the 
north coast of Alaska, said re¬ 
searchers with the National 
Oceanic and Atmospheric Ad¬ 
ministration (NOAA) Fish¬ 
eries and other international 
groups. 

The seals have been seen 
with skin lesions, hair loss and 
skin ulcers, while some have 


—As global temperatures rise 
this century, the result of 
human-caused climate change, 
many living things will shrink, 
thanks to a host of changes in 
the environment, as well as the 
direct effects of warming, two 
researchers write. 

If everything were to shrink 
at the same rate, this wouldn't 
be a problem. Smaller plants 
would feed smaller fish that 
would feed smaller sharks, for 
example. However, it appears 
that organisms don't all react at 
the same rate, so change is 
likely to throw ecosystems out 
of whack, putting some 


exhibited lethargy and labored 
breathing, officials said. 

Nearly half of the animals 
were dead when found, or died 
shortly after, said NOAA in a 
statement. 

Similar cases of the mys¬ 
tery illness have been reported 
in Russia and Canada, as well 
as in some walruses in Alaska. 

Lab tests for the disease's 
origin have been "inconclu¬ 
sive," and officials said it "is 
not known if the condition can 
be passed from the seals to hu¬ 
mans." 

NOAA warned against eat¬ 
ing any sick or diseased ani¬ 
mals or handling them without 
proper protection garments.

according to Jennifer Sheridan 
and David Bickford of the Na¬ 
tional University of Singapore. 

This isn't a new phenome¬ 
non; during past periods of 
natural global warming, bee¬ 
tles, bees, spiders, algae called 
diatoms, pocket gophers and 
woodrats have shrunk, accord¬ 
ing to fossil evidence. 

"Continued global warm¬ 
ing is likely to favor smaller 
individuals, and we predict 
that organism size will con¬ 
tinue to decrease over the cen¬ 
tury," Sheridan and Bickford 
write.

"At the moment, there are 
people who are very moti¬ 
vated to stay for a long time 
in the square,” he said.

In Frankfurt, around 200 
people were camped in front 
of the European Central 
Bank, which has been in the 
eye of the storm over the 
euro, under threat by Eu¬ 
rope's ongoing debt crisis. 

There were also clashes in 
New York where the "Oc¬ 
cupy Wall Street” movement 
has gained pace and police 
made 92 arrests there. 

Earlier Sunday, Chicago 
police detained 175 people as 
they cleared a protest camp in 
the city's Grant Park. 

On Saturday, tens of thou¬ 
sands turned out at the 
biggest rallies in Lisbon, 
Madrid and Rome. In Lisbon 
alone, 50,000 turned out. 

The protests passed off 
mostly peacefully but in 
Rome a few hundred among 
tens of thousands of protest¬ 
ers set cars alight, smashed 
up banks and hurled rocks at 
riot police, who responded by 
firing tear gas and water can¬ 
non jets. 

It was the worst street vi¬ 
olence in Rome in years, with 
135 injured, most of whom 
were police officers. Two 
protesters injured by explod- 
ings smoke bombs had fin¬ 
gers amputated. Police 
arrested 12 people. 

Some newspapers hailed 
what they saw as the birth of 
a new global movement. 

"The Indignados move¬ 
ment rises again with global 
force,” Spain's El Pais daily 
said. 

Italy's Repubblica colum¬ 
nist Eugenio Scalfari wrote: 
"The fact is there is now 
clearly an international 
movement. Its preface was 
the 'Arab Spring'.

Cantor sees 
agreement on 
spending cuts 
by deadline 

WASHINGTON (AFP) - A 
key Republican leader as¬ 
sured yesterday that a con¬ 
gressional supercommittee 
will reach agreement on 
$1.5 trillion in cuts in gov¬ 
ernment spending by next 
month's deadline and avert 
deep automatic measures. 

”1 think folks in this town 
on both sides of the aisle 
know that we can't fail. 
There has to be success and 
an outcome here,” Repre¬ 
sentative Eric Cantor, the 
majority leader in the House 
of Representatives, told Fox 
News Sunday. 

The joint supercommittee 
was set up in August to se¬ 
lect $1.5 trillion in cuts in 
government spending as part 
of a deficit reduction deal 
that aims to reduce spending 
by at least $2.1 trillion over 
the next 10 years. 

The committee has until 
November 23 to come up 
with a deal, but failure to 
reach agreement would au¬ 
tomatically trigger $1.2 tril¬ 
lion in cuts evenly 
distributed between military 
and non-military spending. 

The Pentagon and its 
supporters in Congress have 
warned that automatic cuts 
would damage US security 
interests, raising the pres¬ 
sure for compromise. 


Deutsche Bank boss in talks 
over Greek debt: report 



BERLIN, Germany (AFP) - 
The head of Germany's 
biggest bank, Deutsche Bank, 
is conducting talks over a 50- 
percent write-down of Greek 
debt in his capacity as chair¬ 
man of the global banking 
lobby, a newspaper reported 
Sunday. 

Citing both government 
and banking sources, the 
mass circulation Bild said 
that Josef Ackermann was 
participating in negotiations 
on a voluntary "haircut” on 
Greek debt that could be as 
high as 50 percent. 

Ackermann is chairman of 
the board of directors of the 
Institute of International Fi¬ 
nance (IIF), which represents 
more than 400 of the world's 
leading financial institutions. 

A Deutsche Bank 
spokesman declined to com¬ 
ment on the report, which 
was due to appear in today's 
edition of the paper. The fi¬ 
nance ministry was not im¬ 


mediately available for a re¬ 
action. 

Bild added that the 
chances of arriving at a vol¬ 
untary agreement by the end 
of the week were "very ques¬ 
tionable.” 

European Union leaders 
are gathering next Sunday in 
Brussels and hope to present 
a comprehensive solution to 
the eurozone debt crisis that 
threatens to tip the 17-nation 
zone — and the rest of the 
world — into recession. 

It is widely expected that 
leaders will announce that 
private investors will have to 
accept a greater loss — or 
"haircut — on their holdings 
of Greek debt. Speculation 
has focused on a 50 or even

IIS pipeline firm Kinder 
Morgan buys El Paso 
for $38 bn 


NEW YORK (AFP) - US 
gas pipeline and energy stor¬ 
age giant Kinder Morgan 
announced Sunday it 
reached agreement to buy 
rival El Paso Corp for about 
$38 billion, including the as¬ 
sumption of $18 billion in 
debt. 

Under the terms of the 
deal, El Paso shareholders 
will receive $26.87 per 
share in cash and stock, a 
premium of 37 percent over 
Friday's closing price. 

"Kinder Morgan, Inc and 


El Paso Corporation today 
announced a definitive 
agreement whereby KMI 
will acquire all of the out¬ 
standing shares of EP in a 
transaction that will create 
the largest midstream and 
the fourth largest energy 
company in North Amer¬ 
ica," Kinder Morgan said in 
a statement. 

The new firm will have 
an enterprise value of about 
$94 billion, and operate 
some 80,000 miles of 
pipelines.

J ackson doctor 
forever changi ng 
defense, court told 


LOS ANGELES (AFP) - US 
prosecutors hit out at the 
’’ever-changing defense” by 
lawyers for the doctor of late 
pop star Michael Jackson, re¬ 
jecting charges that they were 
keeping the medic’s team in 
the dark. 

The legal tussle came dur¬ 
ing a technical hearing called 
by Judge Michael Pastor in the 
absence of the jury to discuss 
the upcoming list of defense 
witnesses in the trial of doctor 
Conrad Murray. 

The 58-year-old doctor is 
accused of involuntary 
manslaughter over Jackson's 
death, which was primarily 
due to "acute propofol intoxi¬ 
cation,” combined with the 
sedatives lorazepam and mida¬ 
zolam, according to coroners. 

Murray's team said they 
planned on calling about 15 
witnesses when the case 
comes back to court today. 

Attorney Nareg Gourjian 
said they would call "police 
officers, experts, character wit¬ 
nesses,” and provide a list be¬ 
fore calling them. 

Prosecutor David Walgren 
asked how many medical ex¬ 
perts would be called to testify 
and was told two, maybe three. 

The prosecution is also 
leaning on the testimony of 
anesthesiologist Steven Shafer, 


an expert in propofol, who 
took the stand on Thursday 
and will continue today. 

Murray's decision to give 
propofol on top of two other 
sedatives, along with other 
failings, produced a "perfect 
storm” that led to the King of 
Pop's death on June 25, 2009, 
critical care specialist Nader 
Kamangar told the court. 

But the defense said Shafer 
will present new "scenarios” to 
the court of which they have not 
been informed in advance. "We 
are in the dark regarding where 
this is going,” said defense at¬ 
torney Michael Flanagan. 

Walgren hit back that there 
was "nothing new, nothing sur¬ 
prising. I find it hard to believe 
that they are in the dark." 

He added that Shafer was 
likely to be the prosecution's 
final witness. 

Judge Pastor said he hoped 
that all the witness testimonies 
could be wrapped up by the 
end of the this week. But he 
also expressed concern about 
the exhibits that would be pre¬ 
sented to the jury. 

Murray's defense lawyers 
have claimed that Jackson was 
a desperate addict who could 
have given himself an extra 
dose of propofol while the 
doctor was out of the room.

Dawson takes Hopkins title in bizarre finish

LOS ANGELES (AFP) - Chad 
Dawson took the WBC light 
heavyweight title from ageing 
veteran Bernard Hopkins with 
a controversial technical 
knockout on Saturday, ending 
Hopkins' reign as boxing's old¬ 
est world champion. 

The referee stopped the 
fight at 2:48 of the second 
round and awarded Dawson 
the victory after Hopkins ap¬ 
peared to injure his right 
shoulder in a fall at Staples 
Center arena. 

Hopkins, 46, had jumped 
on Dawson's back during a 
clinch and then Dawson used 
his shoulder to throw Hopkins 
backwards onto the canvas and 
he landed awkwardly on the 
right shoulder. 

"He jumped on me and I 
gave him the shoulder," Daw¬ 
son said. "I don't know if he 


thought they were going to dis¬ 
qualify me. He is old and 
flabby. He was looking for a 
way out of the fight. I didn't 
break a sweat." 

Hopkins complained bit¬ 
terly in the ring after the fight 
about referee Pat Russell's de¬ 
cision to call it a TKO, which 
marked the first time in his ca¬ 
reer he was stopped inside the 
distance. 

He was also angered by the 
controversial exchange with 
Dawson which took place in 
one of the neutral comers. 

"This isn't the UFC or 
MMA," Hopkins fumed. "It 
should have been no contest. He 
threw me down with a foul." 

"They want me out of box¬ 
ing, and this is one way to do 
it. Chad Dawson came in the 
ring tonight, and he just 
wanted to rough me up with 


dirty tactics. He wanted to get 
me out of there, and that was 
the only way he could." 

Hopkins lay on the floor for 
several minutes while his cor¬ 
ner attended to him. Dawson 
then skipped over and 
screamed at Hopkins as the 
crowd at Staples Center booed 
the bizarre scene. 

"You are a pussy. Hopkins 
you are a pussy," Dawson 
yelled as several people tried 
to push him away. 

Hopkins said he told Rus¬ 
sell he would continue the 
fight "with one arm". 

But Russell waved his arms 
signalling an end to the fight 
and ruled it a TKO. 

"It was not a foul," Russell 
said. "It's a TKO. He could not 
continue because of an injury. 
No foul."

As he hit the canvas, Hop¬ 
kins' head bmshed the bottom 
rope and his shoulder took the 
force of the fall. Afterwards 
Dawson said he thought Hop¬ 
kins was pulling a sham. 

"He jumped on me and 
pulled me down," said the 29- 
year-old Dawson. "I pushed 
him off with my shoulder. I 
wanted a good fight. I trained 
eight weeks for this. He was 
faking it. 

The two fighters barely had 
time to feel each other out be¬ 
fore the shocking ending, com¬ 
bining to throw just 18 
punches. 

Dawson was the busier of 
the two in a slow moving first 
round, and the desultory pace 
carried over into the second. 

It remains to be seen if this 


become only the second euro- 
pean team to win the IBAF 
World Cup after the 1938 


defeat sends Hopkins through 
the gates of retirement. Box¬ 
ing's greyest greybeard did not 
attend the post-fight news con¬ 
ference because he had to go to 
the hospital. 

He became boxing's oldest 
world champion in May when 
at 46 he won the WBC light- 
heavyweight title by unani¬ 
mous decision over Canada's 
Jean Pascal, who had taken the 
crown from previously unde¬ 
feated Dawson last year. 

Hopkins ruled the mid¬ 
dleweight division for a 
decade from 1995 to 2005, the 
last four of those years as an 
undisputed champion. 

He was middleweight 
champ for 10 years and made 
a record 20 successful title de¬ 
fences in his 23 year boxing 
career.

"Our bullpen has been in¬ 
credible. They really fit into 
a role," Holliday said. "We 
would like our starters to go 
deeper but when you got a 
bullpen as good as ours is it 
is fun to watch." 

Brewers starter Zack 
Greinke surrendered five 
runs on seven hits over 5 2/3 
innings to take the loss. 

"I made a couple of tough 
mistakes," Greinke said. "It 
wasn't a great game pitched 
by me. Nobody's perfect." 

Corey Hart drove in the 
only run for Milwaukee, who 
were brilliant at home during 
the regular season, setting a 
franchise record by finishing 
with 57 wins and just 24 
losses.

DALLAS (AFP) - The Texas 
Rangers routed the Detroit 
Tigers 15-5 on Saturday to 
win the American League 
championship series and reach 
the World Series for the sec¬ 
ond straight year. 

Texas scored nine runs in 
the third inning and slugger 
Nelson Cruz set a post-season 
record with his sixth home run 
of the series, as the Rangers 
took the title four games to 
two — becoming the first re¬ 


peat American League cham¬ 
pions in a decade. 

Last season, the Rangers 
reached the World Series for 
the first time but fell to the San 
Francisco Giants. 

Now they’ll get another 
chance to win it all, starting 
with game one of the World 
Series on Wednesday at either 
St. Louis or Milwaukee — the 
teams still battling for the Na¬ 
tional League title. 

"As soon as the season 


began, we were hungry, we 
were hungry to get back," 
Rangers shortstop Elvis An¬ 
drus said. 

Michael Young hit two 
two-run doubles as the 
Rangers put themselves on the 
path to victory in the third, and 
also hit a solo homer in the 
seventh inning. 

Young caught a popout by 
Brandon Inge to end the game, 
triggering celebrations by 
Texas players on the field and 
fans in the stands as a giant 
American League champi¬ 
onship banner was unfurled. 

Luminaries in the sell-out 
crowd of 51,508 included for¬ 
mer US President George W. 
Bush and NBA star Dirk Now- 
itzki, who was Most Valuable 
Player of the NBA finals won 
by the Dallas Mavericks in 
June. 

Cruz finished with 13 RBIs 
in the series, another playoff 
record, and was named MVP 
of the series. 

"He was unbelievable," 
teammate Adrian Beltre said.

him, he came through." 

Cruz homered in all but one 
game of the series. His walk- 
off grand slam in the 11th in¬ 
ning of game two was the first 
game-ending grand slam in 
post-season history. 

"Nellie worked hard all 
year," Texas manager Ron 
Washington said. "Coming 
down the stretch, he didn't re¬ 
ally have a whole lot of at- 
bats. He kept battling, his 
teammates supported him and 
in the end it all came together." 

The Tigers led 2-0 after two 
innings and finished the game 
with four home runs, but the 
Rangers' nine-run outburst in 
the third was too much to 
overcome. 

Texas sent 14 batters to the 
plate in the bottom of the third 
against Detroit starting pitcher 
Max Scherzer and three relief 
pitchers. 

The inning saw Young be¬ 
come just the fourth player in 
post-season history with two 
extra-base hits in the same in¬ 


ning. His first double knotted 
the score at 2-2 and his second 
made it 9-2.
